This will bung with it the necessity of a civil admmis- 
tration. Such a government’ should be established under 
your protection , and m selecting persons to hold office, 
due respect should be had to the wishes of thé people of 
California, as well as to the actual possessors of anthonty 
m that province It may be proper to require an bath of 
allegiance to the United States from those who are intrus- 
ted with authority You will also assure the people of 
California of the protection of the United States.

a The Affair of the Salinæus, 


Tho following article was prepared some weehs since; 
at the request of a fend, who, by Jetter, asked us to give 
a “reliable account of the manner in which the Califpr- 
man forco was repulsed, on the plains of Salmacus, by 
the companies under Capts Byrros and Thompson” but 
has been crowded out by otheramportant mattor: 

To W——- P—— A——, ESQ 

Frinn Birt —In answer to your request of July 12th, 
T shall endeavor—observing all brevity—to give you such 
facts respecting the above affair as may be be with safety 
relicd upon, but first let me assúre you that I shall make 
no attempt at originality, either in thonght or style - 

In the commencement, the assertion that this onrage- 
ment stands first among the deeds of arms in California, 
‘must not be taken as if from an enthusiast § and the facts 
I adduce, as evidence of the truth of this remark, areas 
follows: 

First, That had not this detachment of the enemy 
been successfully op , ‘the large cavaalde? would m- 
eyitably have fallen mto their hands. 


Second, That ıh the event of the capture of the cuva- 
alde, the main dependence of Col Fremont, then at 
Monterey, went “by the board,” as he awaited ther ar- 
rival in order to commence the downward march And 

Third, That the presence of Gol Fremont and his 
rifle companies at the south, aided most materially in 
closing the war 7 

The conquest of this country has happily been effected 
without any important stauggle, the resistance has been 
most feeble, wndeed we have not had to contend with a 
warlike people, and every thing has been accomplished 
by the name of the nation, und the terror of its arms. 
But in recording the hostile mectings of our own and the 
country people, let us not forget to place m conspicuity 
the action, to the reault of which, the honor of American 
arms 18 considorably mdebted 

Capt. Burros, at the head of 22 men with one small 
piece of artillery, came down from the valley of the Sa- 
cramento, upon hearing of the disturbances m the south; 
and with a cavaalde consisting of near 500 head of horses 
and mules, passed through the village of San Joso on 
-the 13 of the month. (Nov.) Attached to this company, 
and under command of one Brennard, came a party of 
ten of the Walla Wal'a, and two of the Delawara tribes 
of Indians (This party however is exclusive of the com- 
mand of Capt. Burros, which as I have already stated, 
numbered twenty-two ‘men ) The company of Pueblo 
yolunteers, under Capt ‘Thompson, then on their way to 
Jom Co) Fremont, at Monterey, had arrived at the Mis- 
sion of San Juan as the Sacramento company had built 
therr evenmg camp fires, and ıt was arranged that the 
former command should remain encamped on the Mission 
grounds the whole of the followmg day, wile its Captain 
should accompany the volunteers from the upper country 
to the Capitol and there-recerve orders aa to the disposal 
of hs men About 10 o’clock of the next day a couner 
arrived at the Missiou camp “all breathless,” and with or- 
ders to the commanding Lieut. from Capt. Thompson to 
jom him immediately at the “Rancho Vergelos,” on the 
edgo of Salmneus piams, and reported the discovery of 
a party of the enemy awaiting their approach near the 
riyer, intersecting the mann road } but d'er all wers in tho 
saddle they were joined by ther Captam, and hurried 
forward to the aid of Burros, who, 1t was feared, had fal- 
Jen info the gnare, although Thompson had dispatched a 
man to give him intelligence. In about one hour after 
the news had been received at Mission San Juan, the 
company had arnyed upon the plains, and-found Burros 
there in wating | 

The owner of the rancho was then questioned and 
mado prisoner. The mformation in substance was, that 
the mght preytous, a party of fifteen Californians burst 
into Ins rooms, and made captive, the Amencan Consul, 
T O Lark, who under u sufficient guard, they had 
conducted to ther Imes, That Mr Larkin had stopped 
with the intention of passing the might; and, that the 
Califormon force, as given by one of the party, amounted 
to 150 well armed men—just arrived from below. 

Mr Foster of Missoun, and Mr Hays, both attached 
tb the Sacramento company went forward in advance of 
the main body, endeavoring to ascertain, the position of 
the enemy, and upon reaching a grove of oaks skirting 
tho réad; were sirrouided by the wholé force. Jomed 
shortly.after.by the two Delaware Indians, they dismount- 
ed, aud the four opened a brisk fire The Caltfornians, 
after several tneffectual attempts fo charge wore drawn 
out in “battle array,” to the right of the timber, somè 
twenty or thirty remaining among tho oaks, ond occa- 
anally exchanging a shot with the brave féllows, whose 
rifles they had now leamed to dread Mr. Foster fell 
upon this spot, and Mr Hays was severely wounded, 
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while not Jess than nine killed and wounded of the ene- 
my, layın different directions, but were removed prior 
fo the commencement,of the-plain fight. (That this 
was actually the amount I can confidently assert, and 
refer to Mr Hays, a mau of veracity undoubted, as evi- 
dence.) 

Capt. Thompson’s command consisted of thirty-five bad- 
ly equipped men They were drawn in bne-and eight 
irom the number with six of the Sacramento volunteers, 
ordered to the rear to caral-and d the cavaalde, which 
waa done, making use of the large caral attached to the 
ranch. The piece of artillery was placed under protection 
of this guard, ás it was found that not a charge of powder 
had been prepared for it, certainly a great oversight, as it 
could have been used with much effect on this occasion. 

The sun was sinking rapidly in the West, and still no 
disposition to attack our hne was manifested on the part 
of the foe The men of both compames became.impa- 
tient and unruly, as the Walla-walia Indians riding to 
and fro, brought intelligence of the continued struggle in 
the woods, (These fellows took an active, partin the ac- 
tion which followed, and thongh in the thckest of the 
battle, escaped with the loss of a single horse) About 
thus time, Capt. Thompson cuggested to Burros, (consid- 
erably his senior,y the necessity of attacking the line of 
the enemy at once, and relieving our country men fighting 
among the oaks. Tho repiy. of Capt. B. (as nearas kL 
recollect,) was, that ereryinmg depended upon the safety 
of the horses and mules ip his charge, and he hardly 
deemed it prudent to msk a battle, the disparity of nunt- 
bers in consideration. When this became knawn, the 
men, and particularly the company of Capt. T., became 
violent and disorderly ın the“extrenie, and again the 
Capt appealed to his semor,, who, after some hesitation, 
ordered his men fresh mounted and prepared to charge 
the Californian lines The line of batlle was formed, the 
command of Capt. Burrcs forming the left wing, and the 
Walln-walla Indians fo the mght, and at thé word, the 
whole dine moved down upon the enemy The Cahforni- 
an force, as ascertained Ñ hilo moving on them, numbered 
eixty-three, “rank and file,” besides a party of twenty- 
five or thirty, engaging our men m the timber, Tho 
number of Amencansand Indians im the field under the 
U.S Flag, was precisely fifty-five. - 

We approached ther lines at a brisk rate, andYtheir fre 
‘was opened upon us at a Jong distance, but now increas~ 
ing, and a disposition to retreat manifest, Capt Burros or- 
dered tho lme halted, and the fire returned; ths was 
done, and the whole.Galiforman force fell back despite the 
attempts of the officers to check this peculiar movement 

Perceiving this,-and losing al! self-command, poor Bur- 
ros ordered the charge contmued, and with rifles smolang, 
a pert of the men obeyed Tt was here all order ceascd 
Capt. B dashed ahead of bis command with empty rifle 
and shouted to“follow ” Capt ‘Thoinpson, probably fear- 
ang a worse sssuo if he remained in the rear, was soon in 
the saddle, and with most of his men rode furiously. on- 
ward in completo disorder. Many were moufted upon 
mules, and of course the charge was straggling. "The en- 
emy retreated a few hundred yards, and tarned upon their 
pursuers, actually riding through their ranks The force im 
the woods, too, left ther posthon at this juncture,” and 
charged in the rear of our men, killing two and wounding 
‘one other <A few of our men in reserve, now came up, 
or rather overtook the mam body, und discharged their 
rifles with effect, and the foe were again turnéd Empty 
weapons were once more loaded and the cnemy driven 
from the field im confgsion, a few yet lingered, but on ob- 
serving Gur approach, took to Aight, and jomed their com- 
panions and cavaalde in the distance ‘ 

The gallant, unfortunate Burros met his death, at the 
head of his mén checring*and bravely Jeading them on 
He fell headiong from his horse, Ins unloaded rifle sn 
hand, shot down by a swarthy New Mexican in the act 
of tarmng upon bun . 

After remaming ypon the ficld in order to perceive the 
intention of the enemy, Capt. Thompson, upon Whom 
the command now devolved, gave the order to retire. 
"This was accomplished without further difficulty, bearing 
our dead and wounded wiih us back to the Rancho, which, 
during the fight, had been unmolested At the samo 
tume the whole Calfornian body was seen in motion n 
the direction of Natividad, Mission. 3 ? 

Tt was quite dark when. our men arrived “at the house, 
then m possession of our guard The hungry wero fed, 
and the wounded cared for The nipht, guards were 
posted and every precaution taken to’ prevent a surprise; 
for no one doubted but that mormog would bang the ent- 
my about us. Under cover of the night, Mr.” Charles 
McIntosh, and an Judian set outafor Montérey, and ar- 
riving neat morning related’ to tho commandant, then 
there, the action of the previous day, In tho hile camp 
of the Vergelos, ull was activity und buste—Mr. Hays, 
returned, wounded and feeble, and gayg,inlelugence of 
the death of Mr Fester, whose body yet remained where 
it fell, among theoahs The corpse of the lameuted Bur- 
ros was borne to a mound neat by, and interred, side by 
mde with the bodies of poor Ames and Théme—a rude 
soldior’s salu >, and the graves were closed over them ' 
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Stil was the belief prevalent that onr enemy was in 
the vicinity. Ths single piece of artillery was wheeled 
to the mound, and over the graves of the dead, prepared 
to defend the hyme Tianucl under-clothes were fash- 
toned into powder-bags, and slugs formed mto cartridges , 
the ltte einen chad and pomted to theemain road 

We remamed in this position until the afternoon 
of the 20th; Col Fremont, then, at the head of ins 
battallion, received from ony hands the horses aud mules, 
and the next day we all fell back wpon San Juan, and 
cucamped, and shortly after moved for the south. 

I hayo im the anove narrative, présented, sq far as ro- 
cura to memory, every particular of the “action on tho 
plams,” or beiter known as the ‘battle of Natividad” 
Our loss, in killed, a3 I have hefare given, was four only, 
that of the enemy, much greiter, probably not less than 
tleven Wo had, in wounded, five; they, it is supposed, 
bore off a dozen or more badly injured. Young Ames, 
who fell in the carly part of the action, was highly es- 
teemed, and a citizen, Elcar, of St Louis, Mo. 

Jf I havo not succeeded in furnishing valuable informa- 
tron, perhaps it whl be received as presented, with tho 
entre object of setbng angbt wrong impressions Mis- 
representations have become too freely circulated regard- 
ing this affair, and had you net called me forth, I should 
undoubtedly given to, the world the above facts, and re-

The streets jn the oldest part of the town are only 
about sixty feet in width. Those in the more recent sur- 
veys are seventy-five and eighly, with one broad Avenue 
one hundred and ten feet wide {t1s a source of regret that 
any street shouldhave been less than eighty feet m width. 

There was orginally a municipal regulation under 
which the fifty and hundred vara lots were sold, which 
prohibited any man from purchasing more than one lot. 
Notwithsfanding the object of tins regulation was clearly 
manifest, some few speculators managed, by buying in 
other men’s names, to gét quite a number of lots each 
Jato their posession. svith the avowed intention of bold- 
ing them at such prices as would enable them to reap a 
fortune Sach procecdinga are certanly detrimental to 
the interests of the community, however much they may 
advance individuals, and zt 1s deeply to be regretted that 
the provisions of so wise and benelicent a regulation shonid 
thus be defeated. -Since the greater portion of the cen- 
trally located lots in the plot wave been sold, {his segnla~ 
tion has been annulled by the Alcalde and town council 
Tt 1s certmnly a matter of doubt whether such a proceed- 
ing will have a beneficial tendency. 

Ín copnechion wth the preceding remarks permit me 
to Jay before your readers come statistics relative to the 
number and character of the population who compose the 
new Village, but eventual city, of San Francisco, They 
were collected in the latter part of June, 1847, during 
short intervals of leisure from public daties, but from va~- 
rious aud unayordable causes their classification and publi- 
cation has been delayed antil the present tima.

The Indians, Sandwich Islanders, and Negroes, who 
compose nearly one-fifth of the whole population of the 
town, are mostly emplayed asservants and porters Some 
of the Indians are very expert m the manufacture of sun 
aried bricks, (adobes) and im the erection of houses from 
them.
